LIST OF THE CARABIDAE 
by H. W. BATES, F. E. S. (’) 

The number of species of Carabidae resulting from the in- 
dustry of Leonardo Fea in his recent Entomological Exploration 
of the Valley of the Irawadi, reaches the considerable total of 440. 
This is a large number to be obtained by one individual during 
so brief a period in a tropical region where Carabidae, especially 
the terrestrial species as distinguished from the arboreal, are 
undoubtedly less numerous in species than they are in tempe- 
rate latitudes. In the rich and varied island of Japan, M. r G. Lewis, 
in 1883, after several years industrious collecting himself and 
enumerating all additional species obtained by other investigators, 
recorded a total number of 394 only. In Ceylon he obtained 
in the course of one season 124 species. Scientific Entomologists 
have reason to be grateful to Signor Fea for attending to the 
smaller and obscurer species, which have usually been so much 
neglected in tropical countries, thus rendering incomplete and 
misleading all comparisons of Faunas and all conclusions drawn

The epitors, 
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from them regarding the Geographical Distribution of living 
forms. It is partly owing to this attention to neglected genera 
that his collection has yielded the large proportionate number 
of 207 new species and 15 new genera. 

It is perhaps too early to draw conclusions on the interesting 
subject of the relations of the Burmese Carabideous Fauna to those 
of other regions ; for the number of species obtained by Signor 
Fea , large as it is, cannot be even an approximation to the total 
number inhabiting the country. This is shown by the fact that 
of the species enumerated by Schmidt-Goebel in his fragmentary 
« Faunula Birmanica » which contains a mere fraction of the 
genera of Carabidae, no fewer than 43 were not met with by 
Signor Fea. In fact, in tropical countries, even more than in 
temperate regions, the Carabidae are extremely local, recondite 
in their haunts and habits and dependent, moreover, on favourable 
seasons for their appearence, so that many years of assiduous 
labour by many observers, in many different localities, are re- 
quisite before an adequate idea can be obtained of the Fauna 
of a country in this department. One or two obvious conclu- 
sions are, however, suggested by even a cursory glance at the 
present list. One is the close relationship between the Carabideous 
Fauna of the Ira wadi Valley and that of Assam or the Valley 
of the Brahmaputra showing that the mountainous region con- 
stituting the watershed of the Irawadi is not high enough to 
serve as a barrier to the migration of either terrestrial or 
arboreal species of the group, a conclusion confirmed by the 
numerous cases in which the same species inhabit the Naga and 
Khasia hills. A close faunistic relation exist also with the lower 
Gangetic Valley on the west and the great river basins of the 
Indo-Chinese countries to the east, as also with the lower valley 
of the Yangtsze Kiang, Eastern China and Japan. Another con-* 
elusion is the lack of any striking speciality of the Burmese 
Fauna in this family of Coleoptera. Most of the new genera 
belong to the obscurer groups of the family, the tropical Asian 
members of which have hitherto been much neglected and some 
of them will doubtless be found to occur in the neighbouring 
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regions. Even the hilly ranges to which Signor Fea judiciously 
devoted his principal attention at altitudes of 5-6000 feet, failed 
to reveal distinct traces of a special Fauna; in this respect dif- 
fering much from the mountainous districts of Sze-Chuen and 
Southern China. These conclusions, however are premature : but 
they have seemed to me useful to state, as showing the great 
interest of the problems in Geographical Distribution, on which 
light is sure to be thrown by further researches conducted in 
the same intelligent and thorough manner as those of Leonardo 
Fea.

Subfamily CARABINAE. 

3. Carabus Feae, Gestro, Ann. Mus. Civ. Genova (2) vi, p. 106. 
A single example from Catcin Cauri mountains (E. Bhamo). 

Subfamily OZAENINAE. 

4. Itamus castaneus, Schmidt-Goebel , Faun. Col. Birm. p. 67. 
Bhamo; Katha; Prome; Mandalay. 

Varies in length from 10 to 12 millim. 

5. Eustra plagiata, Schmidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm. p. 66, t. iii, f. 1. 
Teinzb; Palon (Pegu). 

Found also in Japan (Bates Trans. Ent. Soc. 1873, p. 237). 
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On comparing, however Burmese examples with those of Japan 
I find that the former have much more produced and acute hind 
angles to the thorax (not shown in Schmidt-Goebel’s figure) and 
a rather less dense asperate-punctuation on the elytra. The Ja- 
panese form may be therefore distinguished as E . plagiata, var. 
japonica. 


Subfamily SCARITINAE.

6. Haplogaster ampliatus, n. sp.

7. Taeniolobus Birmanicus, n. sp. 

Sat gracilis, convexus, politus, niger, palpis antennis pedibusque

rufescentibus. Caput sat grossum, dense et fortiter, parum flex- 
uose, rugulosum, vertice medio solum laevi, rugulis apud collum 
grosse punctatis : genis post-ocularibus oculo majoribus, rotun- 
datis, epistomate bidentato; mandibulis valde striatis, carinis 
subparallelis. Thorax semiovatus, lateribus usque ad angulos 
posticos perparum ciirvatis, his rotundatis et breviter dentatis, 
basi breviter obtuse truncato; supra laevis, prope basin et an- 
gulos posticos suotiliter granulato-rugulosus , sulculo-marginali 
anteriori acute impresso , crenulato. Elytra corpori anteriori lon- 
gitudine aequalia, anguste oblongo-ovata , profunde striata, in- 
terstitiis convexis, 3.

8. Distichus lucidulus, Chaudoir, Monogr.. d. Scaritides 1880. 
(Ann. Soc. Ent. Belg. t. XXIII), p. 57. 

Rangoon; Palon (Pegu). Recorded by Chaudoir from Dacca, 
Rangoon and Siam. The Siamese examples, as Chaudoir men- 
tions and which I can confirm from several examples I have 
examined, have 5 setigerous pores on the 3. rd e^trai interstice, 
those from Rangoon only 4. As the former are decidedly less 
elongated and flatter than the Burmese insect, they may prove 
a distinct species , although in all other details of sculpture the 

two forms show little difference. 
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9. Distichus rectifrons, n. sp. 

D. lucidulo (Chaud.) proxime affinis, sed certe differt capite 
antice rotundato-dilatato epistomateque medio recto nec bidenti- 
culato. Fusco-rufus. Caput latum, ante oculos latior ibique lateri- 
bus rotundato-dilatatis, usque post oculos (medio vertice sublaevi) 
rugosum, occipite punctato, medio vertice et prope angulos 
anticos laeve, epistomate lato recte truncato, medio emarginato 
absque denticulis sed rugulato prope labri margines, paullo pro- 
ducto. Mandibulae laeves. Thorax parum transversus, angulis 
anticis productis, postice leviter angustatus angulis posticis grosse 
dentatis, deinde recte angustatus, dorso punctulato, toto basi 
declivis et granulato. Elytra corpore anteriori paullulum breviora, 
oblonga dorso antico leviter depressa valde striata, interstitiis 
convexis 3 io poris setiferis 4 basi subrecta, prope basin granulata 
et tuberculata, striis obliteratis, angulis humeralibus acute den- 
tatis. Tibiae anticae supra dentes bidenticulatae ; intermediae 
unispinosae et valde denticulatae. — Long. 11 mill.

10. Scarites sulcatus, Olivier, Ent. Ill, N.°36, p. 7, pi. 1, fig. 11; 
Chaudoir, Monogr. d. Scaritides, 1880 (Ann. S. E. Belg. t. XXIII), 

p. 80. 

Bhamo. A widely-distributed species; India, China, Formosa, 
and Java. 

11. Scarites semirugosus, Chaudoir, Bull. Mosc. 1855, I, p. 90; 
id. Monog. d. Scarit. 1880 (Ann. S. E. Belg. XXIII), p. 82. 

Toungoo. One example, belonging to the var. rugipennis of 
Chaudoir. 

12. Scarites barbarus, Dej. Spec. Gen. Col. I, p. 388; Chaudoir, 
Mongr. d. Scant. 1880 (Ann. S. E. Belg. XXIII) p. 96. 

Rangoon and Moulmein. Chaudoir gives Dacca 0 (Bengal) as 


( J ) Cliaudoir says “ du Deccan, ” a serious geographical error which occurs in 
innumerable places troughout his writings. The collection from wdiich he obtained 
a large selection in I,ondon and from which I also obtained many of the same 
species, was made near Dacca. The mistaken name was given by the dealer who 
supplied the specimens. 
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the locality of the only example the exact source of which is 
known to him, the original specimens from the Dejean Collection 
haying been erroneously recorded as from the north Coast of 
Africa. Signor Fea’s examples agree closely with the description 
of Dejean. 

13. Scarites capito, Chaud. Bull. Mosc. 1855, I, p. 92; Mo- 
nogr. 1880 (Ann. S. E. Belg. XXIII) p. 95; S. Selene Schmidt- 
Goebel Faun. Birm., p. 94? (descript, incompleta). 

Rangoon ; Palon (Pegu). Rangoon is also one of the localities 
given by Chaudoir, who states that it is also found in North 
India. The species is very closely allied to S. bar bar us Dej., 
both having a deep oblique cavity on the forehead near the 
inner margin of the eye by which chiefly they are distinguished 
from a third species of the subgroup viz S. praedator. Chaudoir 
seems to have known only males of this species and females 
of S. barbarus but the males of both are alike in their much 
elongated mandibles and there is no character to distinguish the 
two species except the sculpture of the surface of the head 
which is extremely dense and fine in 5. barbarus and coarser 
and more widely spaced (disappearing on the occiput) in S. ca- 
pito. 

14. Scarites praedator, Chaud. Monogr. d. Scarit. 1880 (Ann. 
Belg. XXIII) p. 97. 

Bhamo; Teinzo; Rangoon; Palon; Toungoo; Thigyam; Moul- 
mein (Tenasserim). 

Besides the absence of the frontal cavity mentioned above 
this species is distinguished from the two preceding in both 
sexes, by the strong sinuation of the inner carina of the man- 
dibles. 

15. Scarites denticulatus , Chaud. Monogr. 1880, p. 98. 

Teinzo. 

One example only, referred to this species with some hesitation. 
It agrees , however , fairly well with the description.

17. Oxygnathus elongatus, Wiedmann, Zool. Mag. II, 1, p. 38; 
Dejean, Sp. Gen. II, p. 475; Putzeys, Mem. Liege, XVIII, p. 5, 
t. I, fig. 1. 

Palon in Pegu. 

Signor Fea obtained one example only of this very rare and 
interesting Scaritide. It agrees very closely with Wiedmann's 
description, which is much better than that of Dejean. Putzeys 
mentions only the generic characters and adds very little to 
our knowledge of the form. The genus, in fact, is identical 
with Stratiotes of the last-named author, founded on numerous 
Tropical American species. The very long and acute, edentate 
mandibles, the extremely short and broad labrum, looking like 
a linear margin to the epistome and the large post-ocular genae, 
are the same as in Stratiotes , with the typical species of which 
it also agrees in the absence of the two setae, so universal in 
the Clivinini group, on the penultimate joint of the labial palpi, 
The palpi, it is true, are much longer and more slender than 
in the larger American species of Stratiotes , but this character 
is not constant in the genus, S. longicollis having palpi ap- 
proaching in tenuity those of Oxygnathus. It is curious that all 
the three authors above-cited avoid mentioning the form of the 
eyes and post-ocular genae. A phrase of Wiedmann implies 
that he mistook the genae for the eyes and in fact the two are 
so closely united and the facettes of the eye so microscopically 
fine that the limits can scarcely be distinguished, except by a 
faintly plicated depression. The length of Signor Fea's example 
is 11 millim. Wiedmann gives 4 */ 2 lines. 

18. Clivina indica, Putzeys, Mon. des Clivina (Mem. Liege II) 
p. 67 (1846). 

Karin Cheba, 900 to 1100 m.; Bhamd. 
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Found also in Ceylon , the Nilgliiri and North India. The 
Burmese examples are mostly much smaller (6-8 millim.) than 
those of South India and especially Ceylon where the length 
ranges from 8 to 10 mm. 

19. Clivina attenuata, Herbst, Natur. syst X, p. 264, t. 167 
f. e. ; Putzeys, Revis. Gen. des Clivin., p. 110; C. melanaria, 
Putz., Monogr. des Clivina, p. 68; C. picipes,, Bonelli; Dej. sp. 
Gen. I, p. 416; Putz., Monogr. des Cliv., p. 105. 

Var. C. BhamoensiSj elytrorum striis subtiliter tantum punctu- 
latis, suturaque submarginali thoracis anteriori impunctata. 

Bhamo. 

Numerous examples, all distinguished from a series of the 
same species from Calcutta, which I have examined, by the fine, 
instead of coarse, punctuation of the elytral striae, the deep 
anterior submarginal stria of the thorax differs also in being 
simple instead of closely punctured. It is noteworthy that in 
Cochin China the elytral striae are as strongly punctured as in 
Bengal; hence the Bhamo form is deserving of a name as an 
interesting local variety. The size is the same, 8 mm. 

Clivina attenuata and its immediate allies are distinguished 
by the robust middle tibiae, arcuated, strongly denticulated and 
setose on their outer edge and without spine. 

20. Clivina sagittaria, n. sp. 

C, altenuatae (Hbst) affinis, sed dissimilis, parva, angusta pa- 
rum convexa ferrugineo-fusca capite et thorace saturatioribus. 
Caput grosse rugatum ; epistomate margine recte truncato , 
postice medio triangulariter elevato, sutura frontali occulta; ca- 
pitis lateribus usque post oculos rugulosis et punctatis; genis 
ante-ocularibus vix rotundatis, oculis prominentibus etsi sat parvis. 
Thorax quadratus, angulis posticis rotundatis edentatis ibique 
prostern i lateribus supra conspicuis, disco plagiatim subtilissime 
punctulatis. Elytra sub cylindrica, basi omnino rotundata, punc- 
tulato-striata, interstitio 3. !o absque poris setigeris, 8. vo basi vix 
attingenti. Tibiae anticae ultra dentes unidenticulatae, interme- 
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diae extus arcuatae et valide denticulato-setiferae, spina nulla. 
— Long. 4-5 millim. 

Rangoon. 

Agrees with C. attenuata (Hbst. = picipes Dej.) in the rounded 
hind angles of the thorax and the acute spinose-setiferous outer 
edge of the intermediate tibiae, but differs from it greatly in 
facies and in the sculpture of the surface of the head. 

21. Clivina sectifrons, n. sp. 

Ad sectionern C. lobatae (Dej.) pertinet. C. angulari (Putzeys) 
affinis sed adhuc major et paullo robustior; convexa, subcylin- 
drica, nigro-ferruginea, polita. Epistoma margine medio profunde 
triangulariter exciso apicibusque angulatis, lobis lateralibus valde 
discretis extusque curvatis, toto margine quasi quadripartito; 
postice medio transversim carinato parte posteriori (inter carinam 
et suturam acutam frontalem) altiori ; fronte paullulum rugosa 
vel inaequali et subtilissime punctulata, fovea centrali oblonga, 
carina utrinque laterali brevi subrecta; sulculo transverso occi- 
pitali minus profundo. Thorax quadratus, sat angustus, convexus, 
impunctatus, lateribus ante medium sinuatis. Elytra thorace fere 
duplo longiora , profunde punctulato-striafa , striola scutellari 
elongata, interstitio 8. vo (versus basin et apicem valde angustato) 
basin et suturam attingenti, 3. io juxta striam 3. iam valide qua- 
driporoso. Femora antica subtus valde rotundato-dilatata, dente- 
que apicali lato minus prominenti; tibiae anticae denticulo supe- 
riore sat elongato, tibiae intermediae calcari exteriori sicut in 
hoc sectione valde elongato. — Long. 7-9 1 / 8 millim. 

Palon in Pegu ; Rangoon ; Tikekee ; Shenmaga. 

Resembles C. angularis in size and figure but differs greatly 
in the form and ' sculpture of the anterior part of the head. 
Putzeys mentions that the precise locality of C. angularis (com- 
municated to him by the late Andrew Murray) was unknown 
to him. It is Madras, according to Murray's labels on the 
specimens of his own collection which are now in my pos- 


session.* 
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22. Clivina brevior, Putzeys, Revis. Gen. des Clivinides p. 126. 

Rangoon ; Senmigion ; Teinzo. 

The specimens I have seen agree with Putzey's description 
and in comparing them with examples of C. transversa (Putz.) 
from Siam I find pretty nearly the same points of similarity 
and difference which he mentions. 

23. Clivina laeviceps, n. sp. 

C . transversae (Putz.) proxime affinis, at differt capite laevis- 
simo polito etc. Elongato-oblonga , convexa, ferrugineo-fulva 
(interdum plaga elongata suturali infuscata), palpis pallidioribus. 
Caput laevissimum, epistomate medio sicut in C . transversa arcua- 
tim emarginato angulis acutis, ab alis (integratis) sulco et incisura 
separato, supra transversim depresso opaco; alis (integratis) bi- 
lobatis lobo interiori elongato porrecto; sutura frontali impressa, 
foveola frontali rotunda (interdum obsoleta), carinulaque brevi 
utrinque prope oculum ; sulculo transversali occipitali medio 
la,fissime interrupto. Thorax quadratus laevis vel sparsim disco 
subtiliter punctulatus, angulis posticis acute dentatis, sulculo 
marginali anterior! profunde impresso. Elytra acute punctato- 
striata, interstitio 3. i0 poris setiferis 4 conspicuis prope striam 
3 iam , g™ versus humeros carinulaeformi basi attingenti. Femora 
antica subtus apice valide dentata medioque mediocriter rotun- 
dato-dilatata : tibiae ultra dentes elongatos acute unidenticulatae, 
intermediae calcari elongato. — Long. 4-7 millim. 

Rangoon; Palon (Pegu). 

The large examples are more robust and have the appearance 
of a different species, but all their structural characters and 
details of sculpture are the same as in the smallest individuals. 
As in other species of the C . lobata group the central epistome 
is separated from the side piece or pieces (alae minores and 
majores of Putzeys) by a marginal notch and a broad and deep 
surface groove or depression continuing to the forehead. 

A very closely allied species, much darker in colour (C. di- 
varicata Putz.?) is found on the lower Yang-tsze-Iviang. 
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24. Clivina debilis, n. sp. 

C. laevicipiti proxime affinis, differt praecipue sutura frontali 
deficiente ibique fronte paullo contracta et supra medio plicula 
tenui superficiali angulata. Epistoma leviter arcuatim truncatum 
supra antice concavum postice convexum, media fronte convexa 
antice rotundata, sulculo transversali occipitali nullo, carinula 
brevi utrinque juxta oculum. Thorax elytra et pedes sicut in 
C. laeviceps. — Long. 3 Y 2 -5 millim. 

Rangoon : many examples. 

The resemblance to C. laevzceps is so close that I doubt if 
this species is specifically distinct notwithstanding the obliteration 
of the frontal suture. The singular sculpture of the surface of 
the head in the genus Clivina though constant in ground-plan 
is subject to considerable individual variation in the species as 
may be seen, by comparing for example, a good series of the 
common C. indica from various localities; but the presence or 
absence of a frontal suture is too important a character to be 
disregarded. 

25. Clivina pileolata, n. sp. 

C . laevicipiti affinis; differt vertice paullo elevato, planato, po- 
stice medio angulato. Rufo-castanea : epistomate medio leviter 
arcuatim emarginato, angulis subacutis, supra apice concavo po- 
stice late elevato , alis interioribus apice extus acuto ab alis 
rotundatis exterioribus incisura separatis: sutura frontali pro- 
funda, vertice plus minusve in pileolum rhomboideum planatum 
(laevem vel rugatum) medio foveolatum, elevato; carinis latera- 
libus nullis. Thorax quadratus, disco utrinque conspicue punctu- 
lato, angulis posticis dentatis. Elytra punctato-striata, interstitio 
3. io poris setiferis 4 in stria 3. ia sitis, 8. vo prope basin tenuissimo 
basin vix attingenti. Tibiae anticae supra digitos unidenticulatae; 
intermediae extus longe calcaratae. — Long. 5 7 2 -6 l j 2 millim. 

Rangoon; Katha; Palon in Pegu. 

26. Clivina scissa, n. sp. 

Elongato-oblonga fulvo testacea. Epistomate angusto angulatim 
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emarginato angulisque acutis, ab alis longo intervallo separato, 
his indivisis, ala interiori obtuse quadrata, supra concava, ala 
inajori rotundata; epistomate trapezoidali, basi carinula transversa 
delimitato, sutura frontali tenui subobsoleta ; fronte impunctata 
suleis lateralibus haud profundis, angulatis, rugosis, carinulaque 
prope oculos brevi et obtusa ; sulculo occipitali nullo. Thorax 
quadratus, parum convexus, laevis, sulculo marginis anterioris 
obsoleto, angulis posticis dentatis. Elytra comparate elongata, 
oblonga, mediocriter convexa, punctato-striata interstitiis minus 
convexis, 3. i0 (juxta striam 3 Um ) quadripunctato, 8 vo versus basin 
haud angustato , humerum longe haud attingenti , 6. t0 et 7. m0 
ante humerum eonjunctis. Femora antica subtus medio haud 
dilatata: tibiae intermediae calcari elongato sed apice haud an- 
gustatae.

A widely- 
distributed species*: Siam, Annam, Yang-tsze-Kiang, Japan, 
Celebes, Dorey (N. Guinea), Ceylon. 

I have compared an example sent to me as C. lata by Put- 
zeys and I find no difference except the slightly larger dimen- 
sions to distinguish it from C. Parryi , with which it is also 
connected by insensible gradations. 

28. ? Clivina convexicollis, Putzeys, Postscr. ad Cliv. Monogr., 
p. 52. 

Rangoon. 

Four examples, referred with doubt to this species, to which, 
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however, they must be very closely allied. The chief discrepancies 
are in the colour of the antennae which Putzeys described as 
ferrugineous with a double black line terminating before the 
apex, the first joint of the tarsi being similarly lineated; and 
the finely granulated epistome and its wings. With regard to 
the latter character, it is no doubt individual as I have seen 
examples of allied species with granulated epistome which differ 
in no other respects from other examples of the same species. 
In the Rangoon examples and in others I have seen from 
Cochin China the antennae are dark brown, ferruginous at the 
base and apex. The thorax in C. convexicollis is short and broad 
and rounded on the sides and vermiculate rugulose on the upper 
surface. Putzeys seems to have been in doubt as to the locality 
of the specimen he described ; in the “ Postscriptum ” he says : 
“ Sumatra or Ternate ” in his “ Revision Generale, ;; he gives 
“ Celebes ” only. 

29. Clivina mordax, Putzeys, Postscr. ad Cliv. Monogr. p. 67(?)

The carinae, however, are decidedly 
longer than usual in that group and the absence of spur on 
the outer edge of the middle tibiae, which upon the whole 
seems to be a more constant character, shows that its true place 
is in the C. convexicollis group. It is, however, the only species 
I have seen in which the lateral edges of the forehead are free 
from carina and groove for a considerable distance behind the 
frontal sulcus.

Oxydrepanus is a genus hitherto recorded only from Tropical 
America. It is intermediate between Clivina and Dyschirius . The 
palpi taper to a fine point but the penultimate and base of the 
apical joints (of the maxillaries) are, on the inner side, more 
dilated than in Clivina . Putzeys describes three species of Dy- 
schirius from India, Siam and Burma which according to the 
characters given must be much nearer to Oxydrepanus than to 
Dyschirius; none of the descriptions applies to 0. birmanicus , 
though that of D . hispidulus seems to approach it very nearly.

A well-known Indian species. 

42. Siagona cinctella, Chaud., Bull. Mosc., 1876, I, 34(?) 

Palon (Pegu). 

Signor Fea ; s specimens agree well with Chaudoir's description, 
especially with regard to the pale lateral border of the elytra, 
the greater width of the body (as compared with S. flesus ) and 
the deeper lateral sulci of the thorax. But the length given — 
9 millim. — does not fit, the specimens measuring 11-12 79 
millim. It is very closely allied to S. flesus, but differs in its 
greater breadth throughout, the head being much broader, 
flatter and more densely punctured and the sulci of the thorax 
deeply impressed in the middle. Chaudoir’s two examples were 
from Rangoon. 
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43. Siagona angustipennis , n. sp.

Many examples, including the variety having a large brown 
spot on each elytron, mentioned by Chaudoir. The species is 
also found in Siam. 

Subfamily APOTOMINAE. 

45. Apotomus xanihotelus , Bates, Entom. Monthly Mag., XI, 
p. 95 (1874). 

Bhamo. Yar. pallidior , Bhamo and Rangoon. 

Differs from A. rufus by its shorter form and more rounded 
thorax and by the black or dark-brown colour of the body and 
the testaceous-white joints 8-11 of the antennae, joints 3-7 
being black or brown and silvery- tomentose in certain lights; 
the two basal joints are fulvous like the palpi and legs. The 
body is clothed, in fresh examples, with an extremely fine, 
hoary tomentum which is soon abraded, and is destitute of the 
stiff erect pubescence seen in other species of the genus. The 
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species was described originally from examples taken in Celebes; 
and it occurs also at Malacca. The elytra, on the basal half, 
are rather more depressed than in A. rufus, and in no example 
have I seen a long hair-fringe on the sides of the thorax. Brown 
or rufous individuals occur at Bhamo and Rangoon which, how- 
ever, retain the characteristic colours of the antennae, though 
the joints 3-7 are not so deeply black. The species must be 
closely allied to A. atripennis (Motsch.) which, however, accor- 
ding to the description has wholly yellow’ antennae. 

46. Apotomus hirsutulus, n. sp.

Differs in nothing from the Ceylonese species and closely al- 
lied to T . sulculatus, Putz., but much larger than the size given 
by Putzeys. All the elytral striae (including the 9. th or margi- 
nal) are broad and deep, being sulci rather than striae, and 
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punctulated, the 2. nd , 3. rd , 4. th , 6. th and seventh not quite rea- 
ching the base and the 2. nd to the 7. th terminating long before 
the apex, though rather unequal in length. The two setiferous 
pores are minute as in T. callispilotus and situated (one a little 
before, the others a little behind, the middle) in the 3/ d stria. 
The species is one of the finest in the genus, broad convex and 
dark but brilliant cupreous, w r ith a small oblique yellow spot 
on each elytron near the apex. 

57. Tachys ( BcirylacJiys ) Feanus, n. sp.

Agrees precisely (except that the yellow elytral spots are 
rather smaller) with numerous examples taken in Armenia by 
D. 1 ' Millingen, with which I have compared it. 

60. Tachys (■ Barytachys ) bioculatus, Putzeys, Ann. Mus. Civ. 
Genova, VII, p. 743. 

Teinzo; Karin Asciuii Ghecu, alt. 1400-1500 m. ; Karin Cheba, 
alt.

Also a common insect in Ceylon.

In examples of the type form, a red 
tinge is sometimes observable on the shoulders, and the an- 
tennae vary in the darkness of the joints 4-11.

This curious and charming species seems on first examination 
to merit generic separation, but it is evidently only one amongst 
the many modifications of form in the Barytachys group. B . con - 
vexum ; Me. Leay (Tr. Ent. Soc., N. S. W. II, p. 115) from 
Queensland and West Australia is somewhat allied, the thorax 
being destitute of the transverse basal sulcus, and the shoulders 
of the elytra faintly dentate, but in other respects the form of 
body and sculpture offer nothing peculiar. 

63. Tachys ( Barytachys ) infans, Bates, Ann. and Mag. N. H. 
(5) XVII, p. 154. 

Senmigion; Karin Cheba alt. 500-1000 m. ; Karin Asciuii 
Ghecu alt. 1400-1500 m. 

Also found in Ceylon. There are three minutely punctulated 
striae on each side of the suture, the third more or less abbre- 
viated both anteriorly and posteriorly and bearing the two dor- 
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sal setiferous-pores; the 8. th stria is strongly impressed and 
entire. The frontal sulci are broad, not distinctly duplicated 
and nearly parallel, the forehead between moderately narrow. 
The thorax is quadrate-cordate, strongly sinuate-angustate behind 
with outstanding, acute hind angles. The colour is rufo-testaceous 
the elytra with a more or less distinct fuscous vaguely limited 
fascia a little behind the middle, and sometimes an oval yellow- 
testaceous spot near the apex. It varies in size from barely 2 
to 2 */, mill™. 

64. Tachys (. Barytachys ) emarginatus, Nietner, Ann. and Mag. 
N. H. 1858, II, p. 425; Bates, ibid. (5) XVII, p. 155 (1886). 

Bhamo; Rangoon; Mandalay; Tenasserim. 

Apparently a common insect in Burma as it is in Ceylon and 
occuring in the same wide range of colour varieties. The long 
divergent and straight frontal furrows with the accompanying 
2 or 3 shorter furrows near the epistome and the emarginate 
labrum readily distinguish the species, which occurs also at 
Fuchau and on the Yang-tsze in China. 

65. Tachys ( 'Barytachys ) poecilopterus , Bates, Trans. Ent. Soc. 
1873, p. 331. 

Bhamo; Teinzo; Prome ; Rangoon. 

In correction of the description above-cited I may mention 
that the frontal foveae are short and distinctly duplicated. The 
species was described from examples from Fuchau, China. 

66. Tachys ( Barytachys ) Nietneri (nom. nov.); B. ornatum, 
Nietner, Ann. Mag. Nat. Hist., 1858, II, p. 426 (nec B. ornatum , 
Apetz (1854) = B. orientate , Nietn., Tachys , id. Bates, Ann. 
Mag. N. H. (5) XVII, p. 156; nec T. cleliciolus , Bates Ann. 
Soc. Ent. Fr., 1889, p. 274). 

Mandalay. 

One example. T. deliciolus. Bates is an allied species, very 
similar in form and colours but distinguished by the dark co- 
loured antennae. This latter character proves to be of great 
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constancy and is apparently of specific value. i/'Nielneri , poe- 
cilopteruSj, ddiciolus and scydmaenoides (Nietn.) ,afe all closely 
allied and distinguishable chiefly by the outline of the thorax 
and colour of the antennae. I referred T. ornatus , Nietn. with 
mark of doubt as a synonym of T. deliciolus in Ann. S. E. Fr. 
supra cit., which synonymy must be withdrawn. 

67. Tachys (Bcirytachijs) unitarius, n. sp.

Bates, Ann. Mag. Nat. Hist. (5) XVII, p. 151. 

Blianid; Teinzo; Karin Cheba, alt. 900-1100 m. 

Other known localities are India, Ceylon, Iviu Iviang on the 
Yang-tsze and South East Borneo.

Agrees with Motschulsky’s description of L. pullulus , as to 
colour and sculpture and sufficiently well as to form; but it 
cannot, be that species as the author describes the elytra as 
“ striis dorso interruptis, postice profundius impressis, interstitiis 
vix distincte punctulatis. ” 

The genus Lymnastis was very insufficiently characterized by 
Motschulsky, in Etudes Ent. 1862, p. 27. A peculiarity, which 
chiefly refers to the American species, was added by Chaudoir 
in Rev. and Mag. de Zool. 1868, p. 21. The best description of 
the genus is that of Piochard de la Brulerie, in Ann. d. la Soc. 
Ent. Fr., 1875, p. 436.

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milar manner. I doubt whether this difference is more than an 
individual variation, especially as I have seen an example from 
Siam, the country of Chaudoir’s type specimen, which has a 
precisely similar punctuation. The size of Signor Fea’s specimens 
is 29 millim. 

74. Epicosmus mandarinus, Schaum. , Ann. S. E. Fr., 1853, 
p. 436 ; Chaud., Essai Monogr. s. 1. Panageides, p. 33.

The single examples offers no difference worthy of note from 
others with which I have compared it from Hong Kong and 
the Island of Formosa. I have a similar example also from Siam.

The metasternal 
episterna are decidedly longer and proportionally narrower than 
in E. mandarinus. The ventral segments appear not to be cre- 
nated on their anterior margins.

Except in their rather smaller size I can detect no difference 
between the Pegu insect and that from South East China and 
Japan. In some of Signor Fea's examples there is a small black 
humeral spot, but in others the humeri are spotted as in Chi- 
nese specimens.

Closely allied to P. Messii (Bates) from Quang-tung, China 
and probably not more than a local race of that species. It 
differs, however, constantly in the much larger anterior yellow 
spot of the elytra, and in the rather more broadly rounded thorax. 
It also resembles P. 4-guttatus (Putz.) from Darjiling, which, 
however, according to the description, differs in such important 
characters as the “ yeux fort peu saillants ” 44 corselet plus al- 
longe ” (que P. Messii) “ plus etroit, moins arrondi sur les 
cotes ;; and “ ponctuation des intervalles beaucoup plus grosse 
et confluente. ” P. Messii must be very nearly allied to Pristo - 
macliaerus chaleocephcilus (Wiedm., Zool. Mag. II, 1, p. 57 (Pa- 
nagaeus ) from Java, differing, in fact, chiefly in the shape of 
the elytral spots. The yellow marks on the apical margins of 
the elytra, mentioned by Wiedmann, are not a constant cha- 
racter, as they exist in some examples of all three species and 
not in others. To the characters of Pristomachaerus given in 
Trans. Ent. Soc. 1873, p. 323, I may add that the head pos- 
sesses only one supraorbital seta, the penultimate joint of the 
labial palpi is elongate and plurisetose and the soles of three 
dilated joints of the anterior cP tarsi are brush-like, without 
trace of squamulae, the joints being dilated and ciliated oil their 
inner edges. These characters which are also those of Callisius , 
point unmistakeably to an affinity with the Chlaenii from which 
it is only the absence of subapical notch and plica from the 
the elytra that separates them. The extraordinary length and 
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tenuity of the maxillae is only an exaggeration of the form 
exhibited in Callistus and Callislomimus , and, in fact the latter 
genus is connected with Pristomachaerus by insensible gradations 
as regards the length of the maxillae, and general facies, so 
that there remains only the prolonged hind angles of the thorax 
separated from the base by a deep sinuation to distinguish Pri- 
stomachaerus.

I should have 
concluded it to have been that species had it not been for the 
widely different sculpture of the thorax, which, according to 
Putzeys' description is “ couvert de gros points souvent con- 
fluents, ” which cannot mean other than a sculpture similar 
to that of P . Messii and quadristigma.

The projecting eyes give this pretty little species an extraor- 
dinary appearance; their base forms a short peduncle (longer 
behind) projecting distinctly from the sides of the head ; they 
are grayish-white with a round black spot on their upper sur- 
face.

The species is variable in size and in the width of the orange 
spot or fascia of the elytra. It has been recorded from the Ma- 
labar coast, Bengal, Dacca and the island of Formosa. I have 
seen examples also from Nepaul and Ceylon. The single example 
from Bhamo agrees with the var. concinnus, Laf., being smaller 
and having a narrower elytral fascia than the others. 

94. Chlaenius medioguttatus, Chaudoir, Monogr. d. Chleniens,

Found also in Bengal and along the east and west coasts of 
India and at Hong Kong Ch. aspericollisj Bates (Trans. Ent. 
Soc.. 1873, 248) Japan, is only a variety in which the whole 
disk of the thorax is bronzed black and the interstices of the 
elytra are a little more convex than usual. 

97. Chlaenius bimaculatus, Dejean, Sp. Gen. II, p. 301; Chaud., 
Monogr. d.« Chleniens, p. 51. 

Karin Cheba ; Bhamo. 

Originally described from Java, the species has been since 
found to have a wide range. — Borneo ; Ceylon ; Bengal ; As- 
sam. Some of the examples from Assam have nearly red tibiae 
and tarsi and therefore connect the species with C. lynx (Chaud.) 
of Eastern China and Formosa.

The species is still more closely allied to the Chinese C . co- 
stiger (Chaud.) in colours being nearly the same as the variety 
with brilliant green head and thorax which occurs on the upper 
Yang-tsze and in Cochin China, from which C. Bhamoensis differs 
in little except the colours of the legs. 

104. Chlaenius nigricoxis, Motschulsky, Bull. Mosc. 1864, II,

Bhamo; Palon ; Karin Cheba alt. 900-1100. 

Agrees with Motschulskys' description, founded on examples 
from Hong Kong, in all respects except size, which however 
this author is well known often to mis-state. He gives “ 9 1 / 4 
lin. ; ” the Birmese specimens measure from 24 to 26 millim. 
I have an example from Laos collected by Mouhot, and another 
from Java received together with C. fernoratus (Dej.). The 
species though so similar in size and colours to C. costiger and 
C. fernoratus and agreeing with the latter C. Bhamoensis in the 
colour of the legs, is strikingly different in the nearly flat, mi- 
nutely and densely punctured elytral interstices and in the 
aeneous-black head.

Two female examples. Notwithstanding the distinct (though 
moderately obtuse) humeral angles, this species would be best 
placed in the vicinity of C. costiger and nigricoxis , witli which 
it has an evidently close affinity.

The form 
of the shoulders is, however, peculiar, for the very broad base 
of the elytra is not the true base the margin curving strongly 
inwards long before the true humeral angle, which is situated 
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further inward towards the suture. The basal margin is almost 
angularly sinuated.

Bates, Trans. Ent. Soc., 1873, p. 251 ; Epomis nigricans, , Dej., 
Sp. Gen., II, p. 371 ; E. rugicollis, , Laferte , Ann. S. E. Fr., 
1851, p. 253. 

Bhamo. 

A widely distributed species in South Eastern Asia; Bombay, 
Bengal, China and Japan; in the two last-named countries the 
elytra are generally of an emerald-green tint and the interstices 
somewhat more sharply raised, forming the var. culminatus . 

110. Chlaenius quadricolor, Olivier, Ent. III. N.° 35, p.,77, 
pi.

A well-known Indian species occuring from North India to 
Ceylon.

Teinzo. 

Dacca and Rangoon are the localities given by Chaudoir for 
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his C. ducalis. C. praefectus seems to be not an uncommon 
insect on the Yang-tsze-Kiang and in Japan. It varies a little, 
as most Chlaenii are found to do, when a long series is exami- 
ned, in the outline of the thorax, which is sometimes nearly as 
narrow at the base as at the apex, and the sides slightly sinuated.

This subcordate form added to the general co- 
lour : — tender green , with coppery tinge especially on the 
convex interstices of the elytra, give it a primo intuitu resem- 
blance to C. spoliatus, but the thorax is less narrowed near the 
base and the elytra are not margined with yellow.

Described by Chaudoir from examples obtained at Rangoon 
and in Northern India. In a large series I have examined from 
Bengal I observe that the great majority have the punctuation 
of the elytral interstices much more sparse towards the base, 
especially on interstices 2 and 3 from the suture, which are 
often smooth and polished. Other examples of the same series 
do not differ from the Burmese form.

Rangoon. Also found in India, Ceylon, Malayan Peninsula, 
South China, Sumatra and Celebes. 

Chaudoir, in his latest published work (Oberthiir’s Coleoptero- 
rum Novitates, p. 37) pointed out important characters in this 
genus viz: the approximation of the 8. th and 9. th elytral striae 
and the simple penultimate joint of the labial palpi, which con- 
nect the Chlaeniinae with the Oodiinae.

of Chlaeniinae or Oodinae; but the essential characters leave no 
doubt whatever that it belongs to one or other of these groups;

One example, which I refer to this species with some hesi- 
tation, as it differs in certain points from the description, chiefly 
as regards the margination of the prosternum. To this character 
I am disposed to attach little value, as the Japanese 0. vicarius 
(Bates) which Chaudoir places in his section “ Prosternum inter 
coxas haud marginatum ” varies in the prosternum being some- 
times very sharply margined to the apex (without quite rounding 
the apex) and at others showing a margin only along the an- 
terior curve of the coxal sockets, with intermediate gradations.

Palon (Pegu). 

The only Eastern species hitherto described in which the 
scutellar striole is wanting, as in the North American Rhembi 
and in R. Aegyptiacus. The small head gives it a distinctive 
facies. Dejean gives the length as 9 i / 2 lines (circa 21 millim.). 
The single specimen from Palon measures 19 millim. and I 
have examined a from Assam which reaches the same length 
as that of Dejean. 

142. Rhembus colossus, n. sp.

May be an unusually large example of R. impressus, but the 
remarkably different and shallower emargination of the labrum 
and epistome leaves one no alternative but to consider it a 
perfectly distinct species, in the absence of transitional varieties. 

143. Rhembus latifrons, Dej., Sp. Gen., V, p. 679. 

Palon. 

A single male specimen, agreeing with another of the same 
sex with which I have compared it from North India. Both 
differ from Dejean's description as regards the great size of the 
head in comparison with the thorax. His example, however, was 
a 9 , and the large head is probably only a sexual character.

Widely distributed in S. E. Asia; Dacca, Annam, South China, 
Philippines, Borneo. 

145. Gnathaphanus Philippensis, Chevrolat, Rev. et Mag., Zool. 
1841, p. 221 : ( Amblygnathus ) ; Chaud., Ann. Mus. Civ. Gen., 
XII, p. 511. 

Rangoon. 

A single d* example, agreeing with one from the Philippines 
with which I have compared it. In the 9 the head is larger 
and remarkably exserted. The dorsal foveae of the elytra, in 
both sexes, are limited to the third interstice and are small and 
inconspicuous. In the the elytral interstices are nearly equal 
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in width near the apex, in the 9 they are alternately broader 
and narrower, as in G . vulneripennis ^ 9 • The basal joint of 
the antennae is red. 

146. Gnathaphanus dispellens, Walker, Ann. and Mag. Nat. Hist. 
(3) III, 1859, p. 51 ( Harpalus ) ; Anisodactylus dispellens , Bates, 
ibid. (5) XVII, p. 75. 

Rangoon; Kawkareet (Tenasserim) ; Karin Asciuii Cheba, 
alt. 1200-1300 m. ; Bhamo. 

A widely-distributed species in South Eastern Asia and its 
islands. Examples from Sumatra have been communicated to me 
by M. Ritsema, on the authority of M. Rene Oberthur, as the 
Trichoglottus punctilabris of Mac Leay ( Harpalus , id., Annulosa 
Javan., p. 20), to which M. Chaudoir apparently gave the ge- 
neric name Trichoglottus the characters of which he did not live 
to publish. But the species has all the essential characters of the 
genus Gnathaphanus, MacL. as defined by Chaudoir ; I believe 
the Harpalus punctilabris (MacL.) to be a superficially very 
similar species of the true Harpalinae closely allied to Platyme- 
topus and of similar wide distribution, including Java.

The species is closely-allied to P. vestitus and P. Thunbergi , 
(Dej.). In the description above-cited I omitted (owing to the 
specimens being in great part abraded) to mention the pube- 
scence of the upper surface, which is similar to that of P. vestitus 
and the allied species. 

152. Platymetopus amoenus, Dej., Sp. Gen. IV, 73. 

Rangoon; Prome; Bhamo; Karin Cheba 900-1100 m.; Palon 

(Pegu) ; Kawkareet (Tenasserim). 

Dejean describes the species as from Java. The examples from 
the above-named localities all agree with his description in 
form and sculpture and also in the antennae being “ testaceous- 
yellow"; sometimes, however, there is a tendency to the joints 
3-11 becoming a little darker in colour than the base; in Hin- 
dustan the same joints are still darker and sometimes black, 
the hind angles of the thorax also being a little more decidedly 
rectangular.

The four preceding with another more widely-distributed 
species in S. Eastern Asia (*), form a group somewhat distinct 
from the more typical Platymetopi in their elongate form (re- 
sembling the larger Ophoni) and the finer and more smoothly 
recumbent pubescence. The presence of a small but distinct

This species corresponds with the short and very insufficient description of Mac 
Leay rather better than does Gnathaphanus dispellens , which it appears that 
Chaudoir determined as the Harpalus punctilabris of the Anmttosa Javanica. It 
may be, however that P. (?) gnathaphanoides is really the species on which he 
intended to found his genus Trichoglottus . 
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tooth in the emargination of the mentum is of little systematic 
importance, as some typical Platymetopi e. g. P. corrosus (Bates) 
have a precisely similar tooth, the simple emargination therefore, 
usual given as distinctive of Platymetopus is not constant; a 
more constant character of Platymetopus is the arcuated emar- 
gination of the epistome,. which, together with the facies and 
the prevalence of a short and depressed forehead, seems to 
distinguish the genus effectively from Hypolithus. The ligula , 
narrow and porrected, and shorter than the much broader 
paraglossae, is the same in Platymetopus corrosus and P. (?) se- 
milaevis and allies/ Siapelus (Murray) is distinguished by its 
extremely short almost hidden ligula and paraglossae. The mandi- 
bles in P. (?) semilaevis are asymmetrical ; both very broad from 
the base to beyond the middle but the sinistral much more abruptly 
narrowed and more strongly curved at the apex than the dextral. 

159. Platymetopus (?) amariformis, n. sp.

161. Amblystomus femoralis, Motsch. Etud. Ent., 1858, p. 24 
(. Hispalis, id.). 

Rangoon; Palon (Pegu). 

Yery similar to A . magnus , but smaller and more slender, 
the head and thorax especially being narrower, and differing 
constantly in the tibiae and tarsi being pale testaceous the fe- 
mora alone brassy-brown. The exterior striae (6-7) are sometimes 
nearly obsolete. In these characters it fits very well the brief 
description given by Motschulsky of his A. femoralis. The species 
comes exceedingly close to A. metallescem Dei. The length is 
3 7 # -47 # millim. 

162. Amblystomus fuscescens, Motsch., Etud. Ent., 1858, p. 23. 

Bhamo. 

Motschulsky gives Burma as the locality of the species, our 
examples agree fairly well with his description, if we may al- 
low two misprints in the phrase “ la base des antennes et des 
(les?) cuisses testacee(s?) ” a not unreasonable allowance as 
his diagnosis says “ Corpore subtus, ore, palpis pedibusque plus 
minusve testaceis. ” The length is 4 millim. 
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163. Amblystomus punctatus, n. sp.

There is one example only of this well-marked species. In 
its punctuation it resembles, according to the description, A . ( Me - 
garisterus ) mandibularis , Nietner. 

164. Amblystomus tetrastigma, n. sp. 

Ab A . vulnerato , Dej., differt tantum elytris utrinque maculis 
duabus fulvo-rufis. 

Bhamd; Teinzo ; Rangoon; Palon (Pegu). 

An elongate oblong species 4-5 x / 2 millim. long (2 1 / 2 lignes, 
Dej.) dark brassy-black, the basal joint of the antennae, palpi 
and legs reddish-testaceous. The head is moderately large, the 
left mandible exserted and overlapping the apex of the sinistral, 
the epistome asymmetrically sinuate-emarginated. The thorax is 
broad and short (but varying a little in width) strongly rounded 
on the sides from the apical angle to the base, the hind angles 
being scarcely indicated. The elytral striae are more feebly im- 
pressed towards the sides, the posterior spot lies on interstices 
3 to 6 (sometimes confined to 4-5), the anterior spot on inter- 
stices 5-6. I can detect no difference in form or sculpture between 
this and Indian examples of A. vulneratus, Dej.; it seems there- 
fore highly probable that it is a variety having a sub-basal red 
spot in addition to the subapical one. In some examples the red 
spots are very faint, the anterior less defined than the posterior. 

The species does not differ from A. femoralis except in the 
unicolorous legs and the spotted elytra and individuals exist in 
which the femora are a little fuscescent. 
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165. Amblystomus vulneratus, Dej., Sp. Gen., V, p. 852 ( Acu - 
palpus , id.). 

Rangoon. 

One example (4 */ 4 millim.) differing in no respect from Indian 
specimens of A. vulneratus , except the smaller size and rather 
narrower thorax. 

166. Amblystomus indicus, Nietner, Ann. et Mag. N. H. (3) II, 
p. 428 (1858) ( Megaristerus id.) ; = A. quadriguttatus , Motsch. 
Etud. Ent., 1858, p. 24 (Hispalis, id.). 

Palon (Pegu). Also Ceylon and Bengal. 

Two examples agreeing well with Nietner’s description and 
with examples from Bengal. The sinuation of the epistome is 
strongly asymmetrical and distorted. The anterior yellow spot 
of the elytra is, as Nietner states, oblique; it is much larger 
than in any examples of A. tetrastigma that 1 have seen and 
extends over interstices 4-7, the posterior spot is also large ; the 
femora are dark brown, tibiae and tarsi and two basal joints 
of the antennae pale testaceous. The lateral striae of the elytra 
are obliterated. — Long. 3 x / 2 millim. 

167. Amblystomus guttatus, Bates, Trans. Ent. Soc., 1873, p. 327. 

Palon (Pegu) ; Rangoon ; Bhamo. 

I can detect no difference between the three specimens from 
Burma and others from Fu-chau in China, the locality of the 
original examples of this species, except that the anterior elytral 
spot is a little oblique instead of being small and round like 
the posterior spot. The species (?) cannot be much more than a 
variety of A. indicus, little difference being perceptible except 
the wholly pale testaceous legs. The Palon examples have the 
first two basal joints of the antennae pale testaceous like A. in - 
dicus, in the Chinese A. guttatus the second joint is blackish 
brown like 3-11. In some examples the head is small and the 
epistome simply arcuated without asymmetry; this appears not 
to be a sexual difference as it is noticeable in both sexes. — 
Long. 3 7,-4 7, millim.

Small examples of this species (6 l j 2 millim.) agree in size 
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with Schmidt-GoebeTs figure of Loxoncus elevatus, which he 
named but did not describe in the Faunula Birmanica. The ab- 
sence of scutellar stride makes it extremely probable that 
Loxoncus is the same genus as Anoplogenius (Chaud.), but I 
have failed to detect in any of Signor Fea’s specimens the pe- 
culiar one-sided lobe of the hind tarsi so conspicuously figured 
by Schmidt-Goebel ; his species must therefore be one that re- 
mains to be re-discovered.

The antero-marginal sul- 
culus of the thorax is entirely obliterated as in the restricted 
genus Stenolophus generally: in Anoplogenius it is always entire 
and sharply incised and in many species followed by a shallower 
transverse line. The hind angles of the thorax are not constant, 
distinctly angular in the type specimens, in others they are very 
obtuse. The palpi are sharply acuminated.

The setiferous pores of the surface of the head are remarkably 
large in this genus, and I take this opportunity of making clearer 
their position and number than I did in characterizing the genus. 
The anterior pair are situated near the angles of the epistome, 
the two posterior pair, which are the normal supra orbital pores 
or punctures, lie both close to the inner margin of the eye. The 
head is broad and remarkably short in front of the eyes with 
a steep convex declivity. The setae are very long and when 
abraded the pores appear umbilicated, or ocellated. 

Subfamily PERIGONINAE.

In some examples, more or 
less immature, the thorax is red and the sutural red is suf- 
fused more or less over the surface of the elytra. The latter 
have the four inner striae more or less distinct, though broad 
and not sharply impressed. The frontal sulci are longer and 
broader than in other species, but shallow and in them is visi- 
ble the usual sharp stria curving from the epistome to the inner 
margin of the eye, the sides of the forehead near the eye having 
a narrow obtuse carina. The species is widely distributed in 
Japan, under the bark of trees. The size varies from 3 to 4 
millim.

Among the numerous species and local subspecies allied to 
C. fuscipennis (Chaud.) the present appears to be most nearly 
allied to C. haemorrhoidalis , Motsch. from Tranquebar and Ceylon. 
If I have determined the species rightly it differs from C. fusci- 
pennis Chaud., as it does from C. flavicauda (Bates), in the 5. th 
as well as the 3. rd elytral interstice having a row of setiferous 
punctures.

Compared with a single example 
of this latter (received from Banjermassin) it is clearly distinct 
in the dark brassy-blueish black colour of the body (above and 
beneath) and the legs, the palpi and antennae (apical half of 
scape excepted) being tawny-reddish, the mandibles and other 
parts of the mouth being piceous-black. The thorax is rather 
more broadly rounded than in C. mandibularis and more abruptly 
narrowed near the base, and the elytra less quadrate-oblong, 
with the interstices narrower more elevated and smooth down the 
middle, the sides only having each an irregular row of punctures.

One example only; agreeing perfectly with the description 
above-cited except in its rather larger size, and the black colour 
of the apex of the femora extending to the tibiae and tarsi. If 
it were not for the broader, densely-punctured elytral interstices 
I should have been inclined to consider it a variety of D. Feae, 
the form of the head and thorax being precisely the same as 
in that species. 

306. Drypta lineola, Dej., Sp. Gen. I, p. 184; Chaud., Bull. 
Mosc. 1877, I, p. 262. 

Rangoon ; Senmigion ; Karin Asciuii Cheba 1200-1300 m. ; 
Karin Cheba 900-1100 m. 
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Nearly all the specimens resemble C. virgata (Chaud.) the 
common form of the Yang-tsze valley, in which the tawny-red 
discoidal vittae of the elytra meet on the suture near the apex 
and reach the apex; but examples occur in which the vittae do 
not quite meet, being separated by the brassy-black sutural 
vitta narrowed at that part to the l. at interstice. This confirms 
Chaudoir’s supposition (loc. supr. cit.) that D. virgata is only a 
variety of D. lineola. 

The colour of the legs is very variable ; in extreme cases all 
the tibiae and tarsi are brassy-black.

In the first place, 
it is furnished with membranous wings, while Chaudoir says 
of his G. ruficeps “ aptere; ” and there are slight differences in 
coloration the antennae being concolorous red, the thorax black 
both above and beneath, the head not being red over the 
whole of the upper surface, the genae behind the eyes and the 
flattened central carina of the front being black like the un- 
der surface.

Yaries greatly in size, from 5 to 7 millim. As Chaudoir 
suspected, judging from the description only, the species is very 
closely allied to S. dichrous (B. bicolor > Boh.) from Hong Kong 
and a larger series of examples would probably decide that the 
two are not specifically distinct. I see no difference in the form 
and punctuation of the thorax.

Wiedmann gives Java as the locality of the species, the 
description of which exactly fits the Burmese specimens, as 
well as others from South China and Sumatra. The O. alternans , 
Dej. Wiedm. was considered by Chaudoir as synonymous, but 
the descriptions of neither author seems to me to apply to 
O. duplicatus , Wiedm., they agree better with a species from 
Java which has the sixth elytral interstice much less densely 
punctured near the base. 

360. Orthogonius puncticollis, Schinidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm., 
p. 57; O. profundestriatus , id., ibid., p. 58; 0. duplicatus, Dej., 
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Sp. Gen., I, p. 279 (nec Wiedm.); Chaud., Ann. Soc. Ent. Belg.,

Karin Cheba, alt. 900-1100 m. ; Bhamo. Also Bengal and 
Cochin China. 

The margination of the prosternum on which Chaudoir founds 
one of his principal subsections of the genus is clearly variable 
in this species. The apex of the prosternum has in many exam- 
ples a sharply defined margin on the same plane as the sur- 
face of the prosternum, some have a similar margin lower 
down the declivous apex, in others the margin is ill-defined, 
and finally numerous individuals show no trace of margin. The 
series of specimens which I have studied from India and Burma, 
at the same time show no other important differences. The 
strength of the impressed strigae on the head and thorax varies 
much and often there are no traces of punctures on the latter. 
The size varies from 13 to 20 millim.

Notwithstanding the different facies due to the subquadrate 
outline of the thorax (which is gradually and curvilinearly nar- 
rowed to the front in 0. puncticollis ) this form can scarcely be 
more than a modification of 0. puncticollis, an example of which 
from Bhamo already shows a tendency to the more abrupt cur- 
vature behind the anterior angles.

363. Orthogonius Baconi, Chaud., Ann. Soc. Ent. Belg., XIV,

Two examples, agreeing fairly well with the above-cited 
description and presenting the same differences from 0. fugax 
(Chaud.) from Southern India and Ceylon with specimens of 
which I have compared the Burmese insects ; in these, however, 
the margin of the prosternum is not distinctly carried round 
the apex. Chaudoir’s examples come from Bengal. 

364. Orthogonius angulatus, Schmidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm., p. 58. 

Karin Cheba, alt. 900-1100 m. Two examples. 

A species omitted from Chaudoir’s “ Essai Monographique. ” 
It is of similar form to 0. punclicollis but smaller and distin- 
guishable at once by the very obliquely truncated elytra, the 
outer angle of the truncature slightly produced (broadly den- 
tiform) the sutural angle acute. It does not come within any 
of Chaudoir’s subdivisions of the genus but is nearest the group 
which includes 0. Hopei and 0. acrogoiius, being distinguished 
from it by the elongated antennae. The elytral interstices 1-6 
are of subequal width, the prosternum immarginate, the outer 
angle of the anterior tibiae produced, the fourth joint of all the 
tarsi bilobed and the claws pectinated. The depressions of the 
anterior part of the head which offer good specific characters in 
this difficult genus are very different from those of 0. punclicollis 
and allies, the centre of the epistome having a large and deep 
fovea and the sides of the forehead being bi- or tricarinate and 
the frontal furrows broad, deep and rugose.

margin of the thorax is double the width that it presents in 
that species. The apex of the elytral suture is not obliquely 
truncated but quite straight The species, as also 0. Hageni , 
belongs to the small group of Chaudoir's Monograph, which 
includes 0. insularis and Mouhoti. 

Subfamily MASOREINAE 

370. Masoreus ( JEphnidius ) adelioides, Macleay, Annul. Javan., 
p. 23, t. I, fig. 7; Schmidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm.. p. 88; Chaud., 
B. M., 1876. 

Bhamo ; Rangoon; Karin Cheba 900-1100 m. ; Shwegoo ; 
Toungoo. 

A species of wide distribution and varying somewhat in size, 
colour of legs and antennae and in the degree of obtuseness 
of the hind angles of the thorax. I have examined specimens 
from Java, N. W. Australia, Cochinchina, Bengal and Japan, 
as well as the numerous series from various localities in Burma. 
The original Javan type is distinctly shorter, the elytra more 
tesselated with sericeous spots and the hind angles of the tho- 
rax more distinct than in any of the others, but a N. W. Au- 
stralian example and others from Saigon nearly approach it in 
these respects. The Japanese form is nearly as briefly oblong 
as the Javanese but is distinguishable by its decidedly shorter 
antennae. In Burma the species is as a rule more elongate- 
oblong, with often a brassy tinge and reddish antennae and 
femora, the sericeous spots of the elytra visible chiefly near the 
apex. Similar examples occur also at Saigon and in fact all 
gradations exist. 

371. Masoreus ( Mphnidius ) fuscipennis, Schmidt-Goebel, Faun.

374. Masoreus? 

There is also in the collection a Masoreus (?) apparently near 
M. oriental is but probably generically distinct. It is a $ and 
cannot be therefore satisfactorily determined. 

375. Anaulacus fasciatus, Schmidt-Goeb., Faun. Birm., p. 89. 

Karin Ghecu, alt. 1300-1400 m. 

One example, exactly conformable to Schmidt-GoebeTs de- 
scription. 

376. Anaulacus quadrimaculatus, Schmidt-Goeb., Faun. Birm., 
p. 90, tab. Ill, f. 7. 
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Karin Cheba, alt. 900-1100 m. 

One example, agreeing perfectly with the above-cited de- 
scription. Chaudoir was very far wrong (Bull. Mosc., 1876, p. 25) 
in supposing this species to be the same as A. fasciatus. It is 
much smaller, narrower and less convex, and the elytra are obli- 
quely and rectilinearly truncated at the apex, not sinuated or 
flexuous-truncated as in A. fasciatus. The surface of the elytra is 
not sericeous-opake but slightly shining.

The only other species known ( B . hypocrita, Chaud.) from 
Hong Kong is described by Chaudoir has having the elytral 
interstices “ tres finement chagrines s'applanissant en arriere ” 
with only one dorsal puncture near the apex. In nearly all 
other respects B. rugulipennis corresponds with his description. 

378. Thyreopterus impressus, Schmidt-Goebel , Faun. Birm. 

p. 80. 
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Karin Cheba, alt. 900-1100 m.; Karin Ghecu alt. 1300-1400. 

Two examples, agreeing very well with Sohmidt-GoebeTs de- 
scription in regard to the remarkable form of the thorax, which 
is broader behind than before, with porrected anterior, and 
rectangular hind, angles, and in the two depressions on the 
sides of the elytra. The margin of the elytra has no trace of 
denticulation, and the eyes are only moderately prominent ; but 
the species has not the facies of those which constitute the 
restricted genus Thyreopterus in Chaudoir's monograph. 

379. Sinurus opacus, Chaud. Ann. Soc. Ent. Belg. XII, p. 130. 

Palon (Pegu). 

The species has been previously recorded only from Sarawak 
(Borneo).

A widely-distributed species; — Java, Sumatra, Malacca, 
Cambodia, Assam. 

383. Wliscelus Javanus, Klug., Jahrb. d. Ins., p. 82, t. I, f. 9. 

Bhamd. 

The examples agree with others with which I have compared 
them, from Java, Penang, Cambodia and the Andaman Islands. 
The 5. th and 7. th elytral interstices vary in convexity in indivi- 
duals from Java, but they are usually a little more convex and 
narrower in those from Andaman Islands and Burma. 

384. Miscelus unicolor, Putzeys, Premices Ent., p. 23; id., 
Ann.

Bhamo; Shwegoo; Palon; Malewoon (Tenasserim). 

This species differs from others of the same subgroup (Elytris 
interstitiis 5 et 7 cariniformibus apiceque extus breviter acute 
dentatis et ad suturam productis apice bidenticulato-truncatis) 
by the rich violet colour of the middle part of the elytra and 
the hind angles of the thorax rectangular, not projecting. It is 
widely-distributed : — Bengal, Assam, Burmah, Malayan Penin- 
sula, Philippines, Sumatra etc. The size varies from 11 to 15 
millim. Colour varieties occur in the Assam valley in which the 
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violaceous hue of the middle part of the elytra extends over 
the whole elytra, or, becoming rich purple (brilliantly metallic 
on the thorax) spreads over the whole surface of the body. The 
width of the 3. rd interstice and the depth and punctuation of 
striae 1-3 vary considerably. 

387. Catascopus regalis, Schmidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm., p. 84.

This fine species is met with also on the Naga and Khasia 
Hills and in the Andaman Islands. The thorax varies in colour 
from fiery-coppery to golden and blue-green.

Individuals with violaceous elytra, as described 
by Schmidt-Goebel appear to be in the minority in Burma, the 
more prevailing colour being blueish-black with greenish-blue 
border and some examples have brilliant-coppery head and tho- 
rax, the last-named approach C. cyanipennis (Chaud.) of Northern 
India, which cannot be more than a local colour variety of the 
species, having coppery head and thorax and indigo-blue, non- 
metallic, elytra.

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Peninsula and Borneo. I hesitate to apply the appropriate 
name given to it by Chaudoir, although it has the priority. 
There is some doubt of the correct identification of Motschul- 
sky’s species.

The var. amoenus (Chaud.) forms the opposite extreme, 
the striae and their punctures being feebly impressed and the

Chaudoir gives also Borneo and Siam as 
localities. The true interrupta, Schm.-Gb. according to the de- 
scription is a larger insect with the anterior elytral spot “ ein 
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grosser, querer zackiger Fleck ” and the hinder spot much less 
flexuous.

There are several examples of this species agreeing exceeding- 
ly well with Schmidt-Goebel’s description, except that the head 
and thorax are not quite black, but have an aeneous tinge 
though much less strong than the elytra which have a pro- 
nounced and sometimes very clear olivaceous-brassy hue. The 
thorax is only slightly sinuate-narrowed behind, the outline 
being transverse quadrate-cordate. A single example from Ran- 
goon has pale brown elytra. There is little else to distinguish 
the species from B. glabratus (Dufts.) except the contrasted co- 
lours of the femora and the tibiae (with tarsi) the latter being 
testaceous-brown whilst the femora are brassy-black ; this latter 
character pointed out by Schmidt-Goebel leads me to identify 
the species with his. Some doubt, however, remains, as he omits 
all mention of the large exposure of the apex of the abdomen, 
unless his phrase elytra “ stark abgestutzt ” may be taken to 
mean the same thing. His name Microlestes (1845) would take 
priority over Blechrus, Motsch. (1847); but his description of 
the ligula and paraglossae does not accord with that given by 
Schaum for Blechrus. 

419. Blechrus ? 

Palon (Pegu). 

A single example of a species closely allied to and doubtfully 
different from B. inconspicuus. 
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420. Blechrus exilis, Schmidt-Goebel , Faun. Birm., p. 42. 

Bhamo ; Rangoon. 

One example agreeing exactly with the above cited-description. 
It is a much smaller insect (2 V 4 millim = 1 lin. Schm.-Gb.) 
the thorax distinctly narrower and the elytra and legs tawny- 
brown. The head is rapidly narrowed behind the eyes as in 
B . inconspicuus. In two others (one from Bhamo and one from 
Rangoon) the head is gradually narrowed behind the eyes and 
the elytra are darker, but still slightly piceous with a strong 
brassy tinge ; I can detect very little difference, except the nar- 
rower thorax between these examples and B. mauritanicus (Luc.) 
from Algiers and Morocco. 

421. Celaenephes parallelus, Schmidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm. , 
p. 78, t. II, f. 5. 

Tenasserim. 

A widely-distributed insect in the Malayan and Australasian 
Regions — Siam, Malacca, Perak, Cambodia, Sumatra, Borneo, 
New Caledonia. 

422. Dromoceryx angularis, Schmidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm., p. 41. 

Plapoo (Tenasserim). One example; agreeing very well with 

the description. 

The form of the thorax of the two species included by Schmidt- 
Goebel in Dromoceryx , appears to be very different. That of 
D. angularis is transverse-quadrate, with the base on each side 
strongly sinuate and oblique, the middle of the base forming a 
short lobe, as in Metabletus from which Dromoceryx can scarcely 
be separated generically. 

Subfamily DROMIINAE 

423. Dromius alienus, Bates, Ann. Soc. Ent. Fr., 1889, p. 285. 

Karin Cheba, alt. 900-1100 m. 

This interesting species is known also from the vicinity of 
Hue in Annam. 
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424. Dromius? 

Teinzo. 

A single example of possibly a new genus of the Dromiinae group 
the determination of which is not praticable without dissection. 

425. Demetrias Annamensis, Bates, Ann. Soc. Ent. Fr. 1889, p. 284. 

Bhamo. 

Two examples greatly differing in size (4 *j 2 -5 l / 2 millim.). 
The specimens from Annam from which the species was de- 
scribed measured 4 mill, and differed besides in the fuscous 
suture extending before its termination after the middle to the 
3. rd stria, in the Bhamo insects it reaches to the 2. nd only. The 
third elytral interstices has three setiferous punctures but the 
middle one is sometimes very small and scarcely visible. 

426. ? Demetrias luridus, Schmidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm., p. 35. 
( Peliocypas id.). 

Bhamo. 

One example, which agrees with the above-cited description in 
all respects except the omission of the rather dense short pu- 
bescence which clothes the upper surface. This may have been 
abraded in the single specimen which served the author for 
his description or may have been overlooked. 

I fail to detect the truncature of the labial palpi which Schmidt- 
Goebel gives as one of his chief distinctions of the genus Pelio- 
cypas ; either in this or the other allied species found in Burmah 
and other parts of the Indo-Chinese peninsula which I have 
examined ; the terminal joint is acuminate like that of the ma- 
xillary palpi and I therefore leave the species in the genus 
Demetrias , with which they appear to be closely congeneric. 

Subfamily CALLEIDINAE. 

427. Calleida sultana, n. sp.

Also found on the Garo Hills, alt. 2000' (Chennell). 

428. Calleida excelsa, n. sp.

discophora , Chaud., Bull. Mosc. 1852, I, p. 48 ( Calleida id.) 
signifera Bates, Trans. Ent. Soc. 1873, p. 312 ( Paraphciea id.). 

Bhamo. 

Found also in the Andaman Islands, India, Cambodia and 
Japan.

431. Endynomena discoidalis, n. sp.

The form of the thorax is very similar to that of Endynomem; 
but the dilated maxillary palpi and the form of the labrum raised 
and arcuated in the middle of the front edge and convex down 
the middle are the same as Lachnoderma asperum (Bates). 
Whether or not the two species belong to Lachnoderma (Mac 
Leay) who places it in the group Helluoninae must remain 
doubtful. But Chaudoir considered the genus to be allied to 
Physodera . 
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433. Allocota aerata, n. sp.

Notwithstanding some striking points of difference, this inte- 
resting species is clearly congeneric with, A. viridipennis (Chaud.) 
from Singapore ; which presents a similar sparse punctuation on 
the alternate elytral interstices and a similar outline of thorax, 
the difference in the latter arising from the greater narrowing 
to the anterior angles which approach close to the neck. A more 
important difference exists in the palpi, the apical joints of which 
are thicker, and not acuminated the labials being even dilated 
and truncated.

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Subfamily PENTAGONICINAE. 

435. Pentagonica ruficollis, Schmidt-Goebel, Faun. Birm., p. 48. 

Rangoon. 

In a small series of examples exactly alike in size and colours, 
one only (from Rangoon) agrees with Schmidt-GoebeTs de- 
scription as regards the outline of the thorax. He says the thorax 
forms a “funfeck” the two hinder sides uniting in an obtuse very 
slightly truncated angle at the base, thus implying that the sides 
from the prominent lateral angle to the base are straight. This 
applies w 7 ell to the Rangoon example; and not to the others from 
Karin Cheba in which the posterior sides are strongly flexuous 
or sub-angulat e-rot un date about the middle of their length. As 
this peculiarity exists in P. nigripennis (Bates) from Japan which 
otherwise presents only trifling differences I refer the Karin 
Cheba form to that species ; it is probably, however , that this 
difference in thoracic outline is variable and that the two forms 
are only varieties of one and the same species.
